HEARTSICK 
GIRL TRIES 
TO END LIFE 


Evelyn Smith, Sixteen 
Years Old, May Survive 
Self-Inflicted Wound. 


“What is the use of living tf 
you have no one to care for you?” 

(This is what Evelyn Smith, 16 
years of age, of 1862 West Forty- 
third street, said late yesterday 
afternoon when she was carried 
into the Receiving Hospital suf- 
fering from a self-inflicted bullet 
wound in the left lung. 

Sobbing as if her heart would 
break the little blond-haired gir! 
told Police Su mn Dodge that 
she attempted to end her life be- 
cause no one loved her. She de- 
clared that she had not heard 
from her father, who lives near 
Chicago, for weeks and that she 
was heartsick for some one to care 
for her. 

The 16-year-old girl, according 
to Dr. E. T. Pattee, who was called 
to the Receiving Hospital to treat 
her, was taken from the Illinois 
Children’s Home and Aid Society 
near Chicago by C. Carqueville, a 
wealthy manufacturer of * 
Ridge, III., to work as a nurse and 
maid. The Carquevillie family 
moved to this city about a month 
ago and Miss Smith came with 
them. 

From what the police and the 
surgeons were able to gather from 
the girl, it appears that she de- 
came distracted when she did not 
hear from her father, J. R. Smith, 
and her brother, William Smith, 
both living near Chicago, and, tak- 
ing a revolver belonging to Wer 
employer, locked herself in her

MILLER DOUBTS TELEGRAMS. 


Chapala Promoter 


Hints Obregon Wires Were Faked; 
His Statement. 


An tntimation that President 
Obregon of Mexico did not send 
certain telegrams signed with his 
name and made public by the 
Mexican Consul here, and the dec- 
laration that he has “very good 
reason to believe“ that Obregon 
was not even in Mexico when 
these telegrams were sent, were 
expressed yesterday in a statement 
made to The Times by Orlando 
Edgar Miller. 

Miller's statement was made in 
defense of his project for the crea- 
tion at Lake Chapala, Mex, of a 
university and a co-operative city, 
and in answer to the article pub- 
lished in The Times January 25. 
This articlé contained texts of tele- 
grams received by Gustavo Luders, 
Mexican Consul in Los Angeles, 
signed by President Obregon, de- 
nying there had been a grant of 
land to Miller's university proj- 
ect and quoting Gen. Obregon’'s 
telegrams to Miller and his as- 
sociates in which it was stated that 


the Mexican government did not

CHALLENGES AUTHENTICITY.

I have very good reason to be- 
Neve he is now wndergoing an 
operation in this country and he 
will have to tell me personally 
that he has changed his mind be- 
fore I can accept it.“

The law was notoriously 
Violated. William H. Seward even 
declared in the United States Sen- 
ate that, “Above the Constitution 
and all acts of Congress there is a 
‘higher law’——a divine law of jus- 
tice and of freedom which compels 
us through conscience not to obey 
the order of the government, and 
not to return the fugitive to his 
master.“ See Montgomery's “Lead- 
ing Facts of American History,“ 
Page 275. 

In 18980 Republican leaders in 
Congress attempted to obtain leg- 
islation to enable the negroes of 
the South to exercise in a measure 
their right of suffrage under the 
Fifteenth Amendment and to ar- 
ticipate in Federal elections. Of 
this effect the late James Bryce 
says in his “American Common- 
weith,” Volume 11, Page 485: 

“The measure appeared to dis- 
passionate observers quite consti- 
tutional, and the mischief it was 
designed to remedy was palpable. 
It excited, however, great irritation 
at the South, uniting in opposition 
to it nearly all whites of every 
class, while no corresponding en- 
thusiaem on its behalf was evoked 
atthe North. It passed the House, 
but was dropped tn the Senate un- 
der the threat of an obstructive re- 
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sistance by the (then) Democratic 
minority.” Bryce adds that al- 
though the whites now seem secure 
against either northern legislation 
Or negro revolt the southern people 
are still uneasy and _ sensitive 
about it.

The Union Jack dates from the year 
1707, and has ever since been a symbol of 
tho union of the nationalities.

The old 
Irish flag was a red St. Andrew's cross on a 
blue field; and this also appears. But dur- 
ing the forthcoming century the Irish Cath- 
olic nationalists were to choose another 
color for the Irish flag, and in the troubles 
of the Rebellion of 1800, the British authori- 
ties “were hanging men and women for the 
wearing of the green.” The Ulsterites at 
the same time adopted orange as their 
fighting color. It is yet to be decided how

The downfall of the German empire 
means a new German flag. If the King of 
Prussia, in 1848, had accepted the imperial 
crown offered to him at Frankfurt, by the 
German Diet there convoked, the colors 
would have been black, red and gold. In 
March of that year, indeed, the banners 
of the Prussian army were given a black 
red-gold rosette. But in the troubles of 
1866, when the South of Germany, with 
Austria at fits head, was combined against 
the North German Confederation and 
Prussia, its soldiers wore the black, red 
and gold, and went down to defeat. Next 
year, in the constitution of the North Ger- 
man Confederation, a black-white-red tri- 
color was designated as fhe flag of the 
merchant marine. It meant a combination 
of the Prussian black-white with the old 
Hanseatic red-white. As Prussia, with 
Germany at its back, was now de ed 
to wrest the supremacy of the seas m 
Great Britain as she had won the supremacy 
on land from France, the colors of the 
grand old Hanseatic league appealed to 
her rulers.

ABOUT LLANO DEL RIO. 

The Liano del Rio co-operative 
colony, organized in Antelope 
Valley some years ago by Job Har- 
riman, Socialist, * a co- opera- 
tive community. plan of finan- 
clal organization differed from 
that of the proposed Chapala City 
Beautiful project, as announced 
by Miller, in that the residents in 
the colony were to be paid $4 a 
day instead of given credit in the 
colony bank. Membership in 
both was obtainable through pay- 
ment of a large initial sum. The 
chief difference between it and 
Miller’s project appears to be 
that the Llano colony was social- 
istic and the City Beautiful is to 
be psychological, and that there 
will be no money used under the 
Miller regime.

Denies Owners Lost by Gov- 
ernment Acts.

ASHINGTON, Feb. Ii. — Rall 
roads were in better physical con- 
dition at the end of the period of 
Federal control than when taken 
over during the war, William G. 
McAdoo, former Secretary of the 
Treasury, and war-time Director- 
General of Railroads, today told 
the Senate Interstate Commerce 
Committee in giving an account- 
ing of his guardianship of the 
properties during 1918. The 
committee, which is inquiring into 
recent railroad conditions, was un- 
able to hear all of Mr. McAdoo's 
testimony today and he will con- 
tinue tomorrow. 

Mr. McAdoo contended railroad 
labor had been loyal, remaining at 
its post when more lucrative em- 
ployment was offered in other in- 
dustries and that wage increases 
made while he was Director-Gen- 
eral were not excessive, but subse- 
quently were further increased. 
The roads when turned back to 
their owners, dec with 
2006 more lecomotives, 26,815 
more freight cars and 1061 more 


estroyed before the war.” he said, 
quoting statements by railroad ex- 


ed, did not produce under Federal 
control the results as to revenue 
and operation they had brought 
about prior to that time. 

The railroads were permitted 
to continue for four months after 
Federal control was established 
with little interference in the way 
of management, he said, but the 
regional reorganization, he con- 
tended, was necessary in May, 
1918, when he “became convinced 
that the managements of the rail- 


roads by the rallroad corporation 
not produce desired re- 
sults.” 


Un of the railroads, he 
continued, “saved $118,000,000 in 
operating expenses in 1918." 
Throughout Federal control, expe- 
rienced rai executives were 
in charge of the properties under 
his direction, he said, denying “the 
deliberate attempts made to 


made drastic changes in the man- 
agement of the railroads and, dis- 
regarding the experience and abil- 
ity of the able railroad men of the 
country, attempted to run the rail- 
roads upon new and ugtried theo- 
ries of my own.” 


WANTED COMPETITION. 
Replying to a question Mr. Me- 
lared he did 


Adoo dec not advocate 
pooling of business by the rail- 
roads under private rol, but 


favored assisting the roads in com- 
peting for traffic. 

If the railroads were in depler- 
able conditions’ when returned to 
the corporations March 1, 1920, and 
if their equipment was in the 
“worst condition ever known,” he 
asked how was it possible that in 
that year, as stated in the testi- 
mony of their executives, they 
handled “the largest volume of 
traffic” in their 

Performance of this “greatest 
task,” he added, was ble be- 
cause “during the period of Fed- 
eral control 51,219,840,291 was ex- 
ponded in improvements, additions, 
betterments and equipment which 
made the railroad properties an in- 
finitely better transportation ma- 
chine than on Jan. 1, 1918, when 
the government took possession.” 

Mr. McAdoo said that in his 
opinion railroad labor was grossly 
underpaid at the time the govern- 
ment took control and that there 
were many grave abuses in the 
matter of working conditions. It

Sugar Market Runs to Extremes; California Crop 


Heavy; New Issues; 


Standard Dividend. 


The sugar situation in the past 
two years has been the most ex- 
treme in the history of the busi- 
ness, said W. W. Brown, prominent 
Los Angeles sugar broker, yester- 
day. . Both the highest and lowest 
prices were touched during that 
period, sugar selling in 1920 for as 
high as $25 to $30 per bag. where- 
as raw sugars during 1921 were 
sold by Cuban producers as low as 
14% cents a pound delivered in New 
York, without duty. Refined sugar 
was sold in New York last month | 
at $4.80, less 2 per cent. These | 
extremes, the result of the war 
and chaotic conditions after the 
war, have been ruinous to many 
producers and operators, as well as 
merchants. Sugar is now selling 
materially below the cost of pro- 
duction, according to Mr. Brown.

The California beet industry is 
protected at present by a duty of 
2 cents a pound on raw sugar and 
$2.16 a hundredweight on refined 
sugars. Cuba receives a 20 per 
cent preferential treatment and is 
only required to pay $1.60 a hun- 
dredweight on its sugar exports to 
the United States. Domestic pro- 
ducers of beet sugar have grave 
need of a substantial tariff, as 
American labor conditions and the 
price of American farm lands 
make it impossible for our beet 
industry to live unless properly 
protected, said Mr. Brown.

ACCEPTANCE MARKET. 

A recent detailed statement of 
earnings issued by the New York 
Federal Reserve Bank reveals in 
striking fashion the extent iv 
which the bill market in this coun- 
try is developing independence. 
The statement shows that in 1920 
the reserve bank earned from ac- 
ceptances owned $8,323,050: in 
1921 only $1,829,665.

Duke de Talleyrand.

PARIS, Feb. 1.—Paris society is 
once more agog with gossip about 
the affairs of the Duchess de Tal- 
leyrand, formerly Miss Anna 
Gould. To the long history of the 
happenings with which her name 
has been connected:since she mar- 
ried Ceunt Bont de Castellane, 
then divorced him and married 
his cousin, the Duke de Talley- 
rand, there is now added the 
rumor that she has started di- 
voree proceedings against the 
Duke. 

Neither party will admit that 
proceedings have yet been begun, 
but close friends of the 
ay that she hap engaged 
Clemenceau, brother of the former 
Premier, as her advocate, and that 
the suit will very shortly be heard. 
The Duchess left Paris on Monday 
for her chateau at Saint Cheron.
